HEREAS Sir Hans Sloan? Preamble, re-

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and Expence, gathered together 
whatever could be procured either 
in our own or foreign Countries, 
that was rare and cui ious, did, by 
a Codicil bearing Date the Twen- 
tieth Day of July in the Year of 
our Lord One thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and forty-nine, and annexed 
to his laſt Will and Teſtament, 
after having expreſſed his Will and 
Defire that his Collection, in all 
its Branches, might be, if it were 
poſſible, kept and preſerved toge- 
ther Whole and Intire, in his Mas- 
nor Houle in the Pariſh of Chelſea, 
give, deviſe, and bequeath, to cer- 
tain Truſtees therein named, all 
that his Collection or Mxſeum, at, 
in, or about, his ſaid Manor Houſe, 
conſiſting of all his Library of 
Books, Drawings, Manuſcripts, 
Prints, Medals, and Coins, an- 
cient and modern Antiquities, 
Seals, Cameas, and Intaglios, Pre- 
cious Stones, Agates, Jaſpers, Veſ- 
ſels of Agate and Jaſper, Chryſtals, 
Mathematical Inſtruments, Draw- 
ings, 
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ings, and Pictures, and all other 
Things in the ſaid Collection or 
Muſeum, more particularly deſcrib- 
ed and numbered, with Hort Hiſ- 
tories or Accounts of them, with 
proper References in certain Cata- 
logues by him made, containing 
Thirty-eight Volumes in Folio, 
and Eight Volumes in Quarto, 
(except ſuch Pictures as are not 
marked with the Word Collection), 
to have and to hold to them and 
their Succeſſors and Aſſigns for 
ever, for ſuch Purpoſes, and with 
ſuch Powers, and under ſuch Re- 
ſtrictions, as in the ſaid Codicil 
are expreſſed, willing and deſiring 
thereby, that the ſaid Truſtees, or 
any Seven or more of them, ſhould 
make their humble Application to 
His Majeſty, or to Parliament, at 
the next Seſſion after his Deceaſe, 
as ſhould be thought moſt proper, 
in order to pay the full and clear 
Sum of Twenty thouſand Pounds, 
of lawful Money of Great Britain, 
unto his Executors, or the Survi-

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vors of them, within Twelve 
Months after his Deceaſe, in Con- 
ſideration of the ſaid Collection or 
Muſeum ; and alſo to obtain ſuch 
ſufficient and effectual Powers and 
Authorities for vetting in the ſaid 
Truſtees, all and every Part of his 
faid Collection or Muſeum before- 
mentioned, in all its Branches; 
and alſo his ſaid Capital Manor 
Houſe, with ſuch Gardens and 
Out- houſes as ſhould thereunto 
belong and be uſed by him at the 
Time of his Deceaſe, and allo the 
Water of or belonging to his Ma- 
nor of Chelſea coming from Ken— 
ſfington ; and alſo obtain a ſufficient 
Fund or Proviſion for maintaining 
and taking Care of his ſaid Col- 
lection and Premiſſes, and for re- 
pairing and ſupporting his ſaid 
Manor Houſe, Water-work, and 
Premiſſes; but in caſe Payment 
of the ſaid Sum of Twenty thou- 
ſand Pounds ſhould not be had 
and obtained, and made unto his 
Executors, or the Survivors of

and that in caſe the ſaid Offer 


ſhould not be accepted by either of 


the ſaid foreign Academies, his 


Executors, or the Survivors of 
them, ſhould be at Liberty with 


all convenient Speed to ſell and dif-

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ſaid Muſeum or Collection, in the 
moſt ſpeedy and advantageous 


| Manner; and that the Monies 


ariſing by ſuch Sale or Diſpoſition 
ſhould be conſidered as Part of his 
Perſonal Eſtate; and further his 
Will was, and he did thereby di- 
rect, That in caſe his ſaid Collec- 
tion ſhould be ſold or diſpoſed of 
to either of the ſaid foreign Acade- 
mies, or in caſe of their Refaſal, 
or Non- acceptance by his Execu- 
tors, or the Survivors of them, 
that then his ſaid Manor Houſe 
and Garden, with the Appurte- 
nances and the Water, ſhould go 
and belong to ſuch Perſon or Per- 
ſons, and in ſuch Manner, as he 
had given and deviſed the Reft of 
his Manors, Lands, and Tene- 
ments, at Chel/ea, or elſewhere, as 
by the ſaid Codicil, Relation being 
thereunto had, may more fully 
and at large appear : And whereas 


the ſaid Sir Hans Sloane having, by 


ſeveral other Codicils of a ſubſe- 


quent Date, annexed to his ſaid 


Will, 
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Will, added to the Number of the 
ſaid Truſtees, did, on or about 
the Eleventh Day of January One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and fifty- 
three, depart this Life: And 
whereas the ſaid Truſtees, or Seven 


or more of them, have, purſuant 


to the Will and Intention of the ſaid 
Sir Hans Sloane, in this Seſſion of 
Parliament, being the next Seſſion 
after his Deceaſe, made their Ap- 
plication for Payment of the ſaid 
Sum of Twenty thouſand Pounds, 
in Conſideration of the ſaid Col- 
lection or Muſeum: And whereas 
the ſaid Truſtees, at a General 
Meeting aſſembled, have conſented 
to the Removal of the ſaid Muſeum 
or Collection from the Manor 
Houſe at Chelſea, to any proper 
Place within the Cities of London 
or Weſtminſter, or the Suburbs 
thereof, if {ſuch Removal ſhall be

did, at his own great Charge, and 


by the Aſſiſtance of the moſt - 


learned Antiquaries of his Time, 
collect and purchaſe the moſt uſe- 


ful Manuſcripts, written Books, Pa- 


pers, Parchments, Records, and other 
Memorials, in moſt Languages, of 
great Uſe and Service for the 
Knowledge and Preſervation of 

our 
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our Conſtitution both in Church 
and State; and further reciting, 
That the ſaid Library had been 
preſerved with the utmoſt Care by 
Sir Thomas Cotton, Son of the ſaid 
Sir Rcbert, and by Sir John Cotton 
then living, Grandſon of the ſaid 
Sir Robert; and had been very 
much augmented by them, and 
lodged in a very proper Place 
in * ſaid Sir Jos ancient Man - 
tion Houle at Weſtminſter, for 
publick Uſe and Advantage; it 
was enacted, That the ſaid Man- 
fion Houſe, with the Garden, and 
all other Appurtenances, and alſo 
the ſaid Library, ſhould be veſted 
in Truſtees in the ſaid Act named, 
and their Succeſſors, for ever, for 
the Purpoles therein mentioned; 


and as for and concerning the ſaid 


Library, and the Room wherein 
the ſame was or ſhould be con- 
tained, together with a convenient 
Paſſage for reſorting thereunto, 


upon this Truſt and Confidence, 


that the ſaid Truſtees, and their 
| SUC- 
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Succeffors, ſhould, from Time to 
Time, and at all Times thereafter, 
as Occaſion ſhould require, in— 
ſpect, conſult, and take Care of 
the ſaid Library, and other Parti- 
culars above-mentioned, and alſo 
make and appoint ſuch Orders 
and Rules as they ſhould think 
proper, for the reading and uſing 
the ſame, and for their better Pre- 
ſervation, and to the Intent and 
Purpo!: that the ſaid Truſtees, of 
the major Part of them, ſhould 
nominate and appoint a good and 


ſufficient Perſon, well read in An— 


tiquities and Records. to have the 
immediate Care and Cuſtody of 
the ſaid Library : And whereas by 


an Act, made in the Fifth Year 


of the Reign of Queen Anne, inti- 
tuled, An Ad for the better ſecur— 
ing Her Majeſty's Purchaſe of Cot- 
ton Houſe in Weſtminſter; re- 


citing the ſaid former Act, made 


in the Twelfth and Thirteenth 
Years of the Reign of King Vil- 
tam the Third; ; and alſo — 

that 
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that ſince the making of the ſaid 
Act, very little had been done in 
purſuance thereof, to make the 
ſaid Library uſeful to the Publick, 
except what had been then lately 
done at Her Majeſty's Charge, 
and that there was no Way or 
Paſſige to ſet it out, as the 
ſaid Act did direct, nor could 
there be any Way or Paſſage to 
the ſame, but through the beſt 
Rooms of the Houſe, which 
would render the Houſe wholly 
uſeleſs to the Family; ſo that 
the Library could not be re- 
ſorted unto, nor had any Or- 
ders or Rules been appointed for 
reading or uſing the ſame, and 
thereby the Publick was wholly 
deprived of the Benefit deſigned 
by the ſaid Act; and that the 
Place wherein the ſaid Library 
was then contained, was a nar- 
row little Room, damp and 1m- 
proper for preſerving the Books 
and Papers; and that Her Ma- 
£ B _  jelty,

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jeſty, to the Intent ſo great a 
Treaſure of Books and Manu- 
ſcripts, ſo generouſly given for 
the publick Service, might not 
remain any longer uſeleſs, and 
in Danger of periſhing for Want 
of due Care, and that it might 
be in Her Majeſty's Power to 
make that moſt valuable Col- 
lection uſeful to Her own Sub- 
jects, and all learned Foreigners, 
had given Directions for treat- 
ing with the ſaid Sir 7% Cot- 
ton for the Purchaſe of the ſaid 
Cotton Houſe and Garden; and 
that an Agreement had been made 
for the purchaſing the Inheritance 
thereof for the Sum of Four 
thouſand and five hundred Pounds, 
which Her Majeſty had directed 
to be paid on the inveſting the In- 
heritance of the Premiſſes in Her 
Majeſty, Her Heirs and Succeſlors, 
which could not be done but by 
Act of Parliament, the ſaid re- 
cited Act having directed it might 
not

not be fold or aliened; it was 
therefore enacted, That the ſaid 
Capital Meſſuage called Cotton 
Houſe, and the Garden and Build- 
ings uſed and enjoyed with the 
ſame, with the Appurtenances, 
ſhould be veſted in Her Majeſty, 
Her Heirs and Succeſſors: And it 
was thereby further enacted and 
declared, That a convenient Room 
ſhould be built in or near Part of 
the ſaid Ground thereby intended 
to be veſted in Her Majeſty, as 
Her Majeſty, Her Heirs and Suc- 
celiors, ſhould, by Writing under 
the Sign Manual, appoint; in 
which Room, when built, all the 
ſaid Manuſcripts, written Books, 
Papers, Parchments, Records, and 
other Memoraals, as alſo all Coins, 
Medals, and other Rarities and Cu- 
rioſities in the ſaid Library con- 
tained, ſhould be lodged and there 
remain to all Poſterity ; and that 
the ſaid Room, when built, ſhould 
for ever be called and known by 

Ba the 
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the Name of the Cottonian Library; 
and that from the Building thereof, 
the faid Library ſhould be managed 
and directed by the Truſtees there- 
in named, as Truſtees to and for 
the Ufe of the Pubhek for ever: 
And whereas although the publick 
Faith hath been thus engaged to 
provide for the better Reception 
and more convenient Uſe of the 
Cottonian Library, a proper Re- 
poſitory for that Purpoſe hath not 
yet been prepared ; for the Want 
of which, the ſaid Library did, in 
the Ycar of Our Lord One thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and thirty-one, 
ſuffer by a Fire, which conſumed 
the Houſe wherein the ſame. was 
then placed, and what remains of 
the ſaid Library ſtill continues in 
the Room, to which upon the Oc- 
caſion of the ſaid Fire it was re- 
moved; and Perſons deſirous to 
view and conſult the Treaſure of 
Books and Manuſcripts therein 
contained, cannot e 
ort 
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fort thereunto: And whereas Ar- 
thur Edwards, late of Saint George 
Hanover Square, in the County 
of Midaleſex, Eſquire, being de- 
ſirous to preſerve for the publick 
Uſe the ſaid Library, and to pre- 
vent the like Accident for the fu- 
ture, did, by his laſt Will and 
Teſtament, bearing Date the Ele- 
venth Day of June, in the Vear of 
our Lord One thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and thirty-eight, and duly 
proved in the Prerogative Court of 
Canterbury, give, deviſe, and be- 
queath, unto the Truſtees of the 
ſaid Library, the Sum of Seven 
thouſand Pounds (if his Effects 
real and perſonal, not before diſ- 
poſed of by that his Will and Teſ- 


tament, ſhould, after the Deceaſe 


of Miſtreſs El;zabeth Milles, a- 
mount to ſo much) to erect in a 
proper Situation ſuch a Houſe as 
might be moſt likely to preſerve 
that Library, as much as can be, 
from all Accidents; but if it

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ſhould ſo happen, that before this 
Part of his Will could take place, 
there ſhou!d be erected ſuch a pro- 
per Building for this Uſe, then he

And be it further enacted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That the Pro- 
prietors of the Fortunate Tickets 
to be drawn in the ſaid Lottery as 
aforeſaid, and each of them, ſhall, 
on or before the Thirty-firſt Day 
of December One thouſand ſeven 
hundred and fifty-four, apply to 
the ſaid Managers and Directors, 
for exchanging Tickets for Certi- 
ficates, and deliver for that Pur- 
poſe ſuch Fortunate Tickets ſo to 
be exchanged ; and that in Default 
thereof, no Certificates ſhall be 
given in Exchange for any Fortu- 
nate Tickets, not brought in for 
that Purpoſe, on or before that 
Day ; and the Governor and Com- 
pany of the Bank of England, or 
their Caſhier or Caſhiers, ſhall not 
pay any Sum or Sums of Money 
which would have otherwiſe been 
due on ſuch Fortunate Tickets, 
not brought in to be exchanged for 
Certificates, 
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Certificates, on or before the ſaid 
Thirty-firit Day of December One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and fifty- 
four, but ſhall detain all ſuch Sum 
and Sums of Money in their Hands, 
and bring the fame to the Account

Sums hereby directed to be iſſued
